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SMUT iN WHEAT. 


The heavy losses which have of late 
years fallen on many farmers in Man- 
itcba and the Northwest Territories 
from depreciation in the value of their 
wheat from the presence of smut, 
shoukl be a Warping to every settler to 
adopt the preventative measures which 

nave been thoroughly tested and | 
shown to be eflicient on the Experi | 
mental farms at Brandon, Man., and 
Indian Head, N. W. T. 

The “bunt” or “stinking” smut is the 
result a fungus crowth which is prop- 
azated by very minute spores, visible 
only with a magnifying glass of high 
power. Thes@ sporcs are scattered 
over the wheat by the breaking of the 
“smut balls” during the process of 
threshing, and they vive to the grain a 
characteristic and off. nsive odour. If 
smutty wheat be sown untreated, these 
sporce will vegetate and develope min- 
ute thread-like growths, which find} 
their way through the tissues of the 
young wheat plant, and multiply in 
the sap. Later in the season a propor- 
tion of the kernels in the head will be 
found to have their normal contents 
entirely consumed, to lave become 
unnaturally swollen and the interior! 
filled with a biack mses of smut 
spores. These altercd and swollen ker- 
nels are commenly known as “smut 
balls.” Full particulars of the life 
history of this species of smut will be 
found in Bulletin No. 3 of the Fxperi- 
mental Farm series, prepared by Mr. 
Jas. Fletcher, «ntomologist and bot- 
aniet. 


THR REMEDY. 


Dissolve one pound of biucstene 
(Copper Sulpbate) ina pailful and a 
half ot water (about three gallons) 
and sprinkle tlie solution on ten bush- 
els of secd wheat, previously spread in 
a tight wagon box, or ona clear floor 
in barn or house, keeping the grain 
conetantly stirred while the solution 
is beirg applied, and mixiig the whole 
thoroughly #0 that every kernel of the 
wheat may be wetted. Ina very few 
hours the seed will be in good condi- 
tion to sow with the drill, A good 
plan is to apply the treatment in the 


evening and sow the grain the follow-

Mr. Robert Scott, of Shoal Lake, the 
wel! known butter and cheese manufac- 
turer, is at the Leland, Winnipeg, return- 
ing with Mrs. scott from a trip to China 
and Japan. Last Christmas Mr. Scott 
left for the far east to look into the pros- 
pects in Coina and Japan for a market 
for the products of the Manitoba dairies 
and creameries. He visited Hong Kong, 
Yokohama, Kobe, Nogacasi and ~hang- 
hai. He took oversome Manitoba but- 
ter in tubs, as an experiment. and exam- 
ined butter shipped from Fiance and 
Anstralia atall these points. Manitoba 


‘butter was of a higherstandard than any

It 
ehonid be sent over like the French but- 
ter in hermetically sealed tins. which 
opened witha key.

At Nagasaki the fleets are supplied 
with butter, and there is a considerable 
amount purchased. It is ae good a mar- 
ket asany in.Japan. Kobe hasa limited 
market. The ships call in and get sup- 

lies. There is quitea Enropean popula- 
tion, and a!l the butte that is used is 
putup in .in cans. 

Yokohama is the best market in Japan. 
Cheese an! butter are receive? from all 
parts of the world,and Manitoba butter 
is regarde! there very highly, having 
been introduced into the city some 
months ago by Mr. scott and another 
gentlemen. ‘The trade in Yokohama 
would be considerabl: if the Manitoba 
peop! + coald secure their share of it. All 
the interiorcities are enpplied from the 
treaty ports so Mr. Scott did not go into 
the possibilities of such asm _ rkete, 

In China the \netralian government 
hasa man employed introducing their 
butter and a bounty of four cents a 
pound is paid by the wovernment on all 
sold in China. This is with the idea of 
looking to the trade of the future, The 
great fanit in the Canadian shipmens 
is that the packages are not up to the 
mark, the butter must be pnt in tin 
packages. The French have had the 
market now for forty years and it would 
pay the Canadians to sell at a smaller 
price to get into the trade, The Cana- 
dians are nearer the market, ship through

Clapp & Co., bankers and _ brokers, 
of New York, who are supposed to be 
good authority on the wheat 
question, in a late cireular gave the lie 
direct to those who say protection is of 
no service to the Canadian farmer.
